[44] CHAPTER 44. 

MARION COUNTY. 

AN ACT to amend an act entitled "An act to organize the County of Marlon," appro­
ved, June 10th, 1845. 

Be 't enacted by tke Ootllncil and House of Representativeg of tke Territory 
01 Iowa. 

SECTION 1. Mabaaka to b&ve cogDizance of crimes. That the county of 
Mahaska shall have cognizance and jurisdiction, of all crimes or viola· 
tions of the criminal laws of this territory, committed within the limits of 
the said county of Marion, prior to the organization of said county of 
Marion, in all cases where prosecutions have been commenced, under the 
judil.lial authorities of said Mahaska county, prior to the passage of this 
act. 

SEO. 2. Marion to have, where prosecutions had not been commenced, etc. 
That the county of Marion shall have cognizance and jurisdiction of all 
crimes or violations of the 'criminal laws of this territory, committed within 
the limits of the said county of Marion prior to the organization of said 
county in all cases, when prosecutions have not been commenced under the 
judicial authorities of the county of Mahaska. 

SEo. 3. Treasurer of lWabaaka, to coHeot taxes. That the treasurer of 
Mahaska county, be and he is hereby authorized, to collect all uncollected 
taxes or revenue assessed in the county of Marion, prior to the organization 
of said county, as fully and effectually as if the act to which this is amenda· 
tory, had not been passed. 

SEC. 4 .. :Repealing clause. That all acts and parts of acts, contravening 
the provisions of this act, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

SEC. 5. In force from pass~. This act to take effect and be in force 
from and after ~ts passage. •

[45] CHAPTER 45. 

WYOMING ROAD. 

AN ACT to establish and confirm an alteration in the Wyoming road. 

Be it enacted by the Oott.ncil and House of Representativeg of the Territory 
of Iowa. 

SECTION 1. Certain survey of established. That the alteration in the 
Wyoming road, from the town of Wyoming, in the county of Muscatine, 
to Iowa City, recommended by reviewers, appointed by the board of com­
missioners of the county of Johnson, at the farm of Governor Robert Lucas, 
near Iowa City, be and the same is hereby e'itahlished. and confirmed. as 
a part of sllid "~~'omiJ'g road. 
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
